A typically, Hritish reaction 
followed. The issue of 
conscience versus authority 
waa drowned in sentiment, 
Cards and gifts fluoded into 
the gaol in which the 
demonstrators spent Christ- 
maa, This haa been inter- 
preted by the pacifidta ns 
support for their cause. But 
it was not. Jt was just that 
the Norfolk martyrs evoked 
sympathy in o few soft 
hearts. And who denies that 
by a long process of vencra- 
tlon in Britain the underdog 
today is in reality the top- 
dog. And it is officiatdom 
and authority thot is the 
butt of scorn and ridicule. 


How many people have suid of 
the demonstrators “I admire 
them”. For did they not 
show with passionate inten- 
nity the courage of their 
convictions and their ab- 
horrence of wenpons of mnsu 
destruction. How many, we 
wonder, said of the Police 
who carted the demon- 
atrators off to prison, 
“{ admire them". For did 
not they also do their duty 
and = demonatrate thelr 
obedience to authority? Or 
do wo take the policsman’s 
job for granted? * 


Who were right then? Not 
the mintater of the church 
who-la being so Irreverently 
handled in our picture. tle 
abeyed his conscience and 
flouted.. authority. = The 
demonatpntora knew what 
wus coming to them, The 
mngistrato’s, comment to 
them was: “You muat learn 
to keop'your' protests within 
the law.”

End Of EPU 


External convertibility for the 
main European currencies 
means the end of the European 
Payments Union, Under this 
system all payments between 
the 17 countries of the Organi- 
sution for European Economic 
Co-operation were settied 
monthly on ao  multi-lateral 
busia, The country whose 
monthly account was din debit 
puld three-quarters of its dc- 
Hell da gold or dollars and wos 
granted credit for the remaining

That system cannot be worked 
with convertible — currencics. 
For o country that ran a deficit 
could obtain o cheap dollar 
finance between onc settlement 
day and the next at the expense 
of other countries dollar re~ 
serves.

No Reprisal 


Another important = chanyo 
announced during the week- 
end is the exchange valuc of 
the French franc, This has 
teen devalued by 17/4 per cent 
te correct over-valuation of 
French oxports which woud 
have put France alta sertous dis- 
advantage when the Common 
Market begins to operety on 
January 1, 

It has oven suggested that Bri- 
tain devided to make Sterling 
convertible as a reprisal against 
France for causing the breik- 
down of Britain's plan for 4 
Free Trade Aiea to operate 
slongside the Common Market. 
This is simply not truce, The 
proposal was fully discussed 
with Britain's European part- 
ners and the fact that the move 
was o concerted one, Is proot 
that European Ct tion In 
economic affairs is still highly 
valued. 

There can be no denying, how- 
ever, that this spirit. of co- 
operation has recently come 
under a grest strain, When the 
Common Market of France, Ger- 


many, Holland, Italy and Bel- 
glum and Luxembourg begins to 
operate next Toureday, the other 
11 countrics of O.E. c., includ- 
ing Britain, face new dangers. 
Without a Free Trade Arca, one 
bloc of countries will vegin to 
discriminate against the exports 
of another blec—with results 
that may be extremely serious. 


Objection 


Britain’s maln objectian was 
on the grounds thal France was 
raising certain import quotas to 
three « cent of her own 
national production of goods 
concerned and = Iimiting =the 
benefit to her partners in the 
Common Market. 


This was considered a serious 
act of discrimination against 
Britain and was all the more 
resented because it was only 
made possible by the abnor- 
mally low level of | Franco's 
“Uberalised" trade, 


The grounds for this objcttion 
hiwe now been removed by 
France's decision to link the 
‘reform of the france with the 
removal from quota restriction 
of 90 per cent of her trade with 
Western Europe. 

But the basic difference of 
opinion remains and there is 
much hard bargaining ahead on 
the method of linking the Com- 
mon market with 11 countries 
that remain outside. 

Returning to the subject of 
convertibility, the fact that 


sterling ia now a freer currency 
--ond therefore more destrable 
—will bring only indirect 
benefits to Britons und other 
residents in the Sterling area.
